I graduated from Boyne City High School in the 
spring of 1989, If we think hard enough, we can re- 
member the state of the public school system in 1989. 

Here is a refresher for those who can’t remember:

track), we learned to type on electric typewriters (yet 
all the higher education systems in the state were al- 
ready on to word processors), the computer program- 
ming we learned was obsolete by the time I graduated. 
Essentially Boyne City High School was technologi- 
cally behind. 

At first I was a little jaded over the whole situa- 
tion, seemingly the only reason we got buses back was 
because we had inconvenienced the parents and adults 
s much they were willing to fund buses. 

The Foundation didn’t exist at this time. There was 
little or no interest in the state of the school. Well, the 
times they are a changing. I am thrilled to see the sup- 
port these kids receive from all the Boosters and the 
Foundation. It’s too bad the voters can’t band together 
as a whole to support these kids and the kids who will 
utilize this school system in the future. 

The way I see it, I want to move back to Boyne 
City to raise my children (God willing), away from the 
threats and problems that plague the larger cities and 


their educational systems, and I would be willing to 
pay this new millage when I return to Boyne as a ho- 
meowner. 

The average taxable property value in the Boyne 
City school district (according to figures from the 
Charlevoix County Equalization Department) is 
$40,191.71 ($259,916,308/6,467 parcels). This new 
millage is for 3.30 mills. With the bus garage this means 
on average the increase would be $132.63 per year or 
$11.05 per month in addition to what is already being 
paid (according to City Hall this is 33.6051 mills home- 
stead and 51.6051 non homestead), 

If the issue is truly about the children, then why 
argue over money at all? 

The first thing that I will look at when I choose to 
buy my home is the school district and the education it 
offers. I regret to say that with the current state of Boyne 
City schools I would be forced to look elsewhere, but I 
don’t want to. This is my alma mater, this is my home- 
town, and God willing, this will be where I'll raise my 
kids. So why not lay the groundwork, or pave the way 
for those of us who will return to take positions in the 
community that are currently filled by people only 10 
to 20 years my senior. 

Tencourage everyone to vote whether for or against, 
but when you cast your ballot on the | 2th of November 
just remember why you’re voting: is itto keep the costs 
of living in a rural northern Michigan town down, or 
are we really all concerned about the children who will 
represent Boyne City in their futures and the education 
they receive? These children can only reach so far if 
the community keeps standing on their toes.

School's enrollment 
numbers were exact 


TO THE EDITOR: 


In response to the letters to your paper, I need to 
clarify a couple of things. 

First, Mr. Waldner was under the impression that I 
mistakingly included the alternative education students 
in my previous letter. Well, I did not. The numbers I 
printed were the exact actual numbers of warm bodies 
in the classrooms on the official count day of Sept. 24, 
1997. Here they are again with the number of Alterna- 
tive Ed. students included this time: 489 in the E.S.; 
488 in the M.S.; 449 in the H.S.; 16 attending 
Hemmingway Academy; 28 attending Porter Creek 
Academy, 18 attending Great Lakes Academy; and 9 
attending night school. 

Now that we've cleared that up, we need to ad- 
dress the fact that Michigan does have a Homestead 
Tax Credit to those who qualify. Mrs. Stolt is under the 
impression that there is no such thing. She obviously 
has a fair amount of experience being a treasurer, un- 
fortunately it was probably before 1994 and Proposal 
“A”, which made her treasurer books practically obso- 
lete. The most simple way to compute if you qualify 
for a rebate on your income tax sheet is to take your 
gross houschold income (say $30,000), multiply it by 
3.5% (.035), this would equate to $1050. If your total 
property taxes exceed this amount you would quatify 


-for a rebate of 60% of the overage up to $1200 if you 


are under 65, and 100% of the overage up to $1200 if 
you are 65 or over. Anyone wishing to calculate their 
exact tax, can call 582-2606 and I will gladly assist 
you in any way I can. 

A big thanks to Mrs. Stolt, Mr. Waldner, and the 
community, for allowing me to clarify these two mis- 
conceptions. Thanks for your time, and don’ t forget to 
vote on Nov. 12.

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Only the negative seems to surface

We are writing this letter to encourage all to vote 
yes for the upcoming bond proposal. There seems to-be 
8 disproportionate: amount of negative misinformation 
that makes it to your column and we would like to pro- 
vide some positive facts for voting.‘yes’. We feel that a 
new school is very essential for the positive growth for 
all of Boyne City and for an adequate education for our 
children, Every parent of a school aged child should 
not have second thoughts about this proposal as each 
and every student K-12 will benefit immediately from 
this much needed construction project and technologi- 
cal upgrades. And to all persons tiving in our commu- 
nity, we must not lose sight of what the intent of this 
proposal is for; it is trying to provide our children with 
the necessary tools to go out in today’s work force and 
competitive world. 

Old buildings can be retrofitted for technology, but 
only to a limited degree. Our school system is in need 
of upgraded vocational, technological and academic fa- 
: Cilities so that all of our students’ needs can be met. 
New technology requires new additional space 
(irregardless of the head count disputes). We cannot 
ignore the fact that in the shadows of the beautiful new 
middle school addition, are the six mobile units, hous- 
ing approximately 25% of our middle students each day 
giving us a daily reminder of our inadequate space. Not 
to the mention the mobiles at the elementary school 
and the required regular use of the First Presbyterian 
Church basement. 

No one likes tax increases, but please realize that 
by comparison this millage gives the Boyne City tax- 
payers a very healthy return for each tax dollar spent. 
An example is the Johanpesburg-Lewiston School Dis- 
trict, They have shown a commitment towards educa- 
tional excellence and have undertaken major renova- 
tions including additional classrooms, gymnasium, of- 
fice spaces and general overall upgrades in technology 
and facilities. What is astonishing about their project is 
that the taxpayers of that district accepted a millage 
increase nearly equal to ours but are only receiving less 
than half the money. In real dollar terms, their 2.65 mills 
increase only gave them $9.4 million and theirs, too, is 
spread over twenty years. With our proposal of a 3.3 
mills increase, the Boyne City Schools would receive 
over $20 million. That equates to $6.5 million per each 
mill increase as compared to Johannesburg-Lewiston 
where they get only $3.55 million for each mill increase. 
We are fortunate that we live in a very beautiful 
lakeshore area that allows a large transient population

to help finance a large portion of our schools. Most 
districts don't have this luxury. Another example closer 
to home is the East Jordan School District. They re- 
cently dedicated a new middle school with a 3:1 stu- 
dent/computer ratio. 

Many of the letters have had the flavor of “What 
was good enough for me, should be good enough for 
them.” There have been no major renovations at the 
high school since the school was built almost forty years 
ago. Just think for a moment, what things were like 
then. The mentally or physically impaired children did 
not even attend school and some were even institution- 
alized. The major discipline problems at that time were 
gum chewing and talking out of turn in class. In con- 
trast, today our schools are required to service all stu- 
dents with special needs from birth to age twenty-six. 
Schools also deal with a high percentage of At-Risk 
students with problems that may include drug/ alcohol 
dependencies, teenage pregnancies, learning disabili- 
ties, mental and emotional impairments. So when mak- 
ing your decision, please make it an educated one and 
base it on today’s educational standards and the needs 
of today’s students. 

Unfortunately when bond issues come forward only 
the negatives seem to surface and we forget the posi- 
tive aspects of what supporting education can produce. 
Please consider the above information. Our family is 
new to the community and hold no prejudices to the 
past practices in Boyne City. This allows us to be very 
objective. This vote should not be about teachers, ad- 
ministrators, salaries, or any other agenda. And the adult 
political arena that has formed needs to be set aside. 
The bond issue should only focus on its original intent 
of providing an adequate education for our children 
today. It is inevitable that a new school will need to be 
constructed.

Questions about vote need answers 


TO THE EDITOR: 


If you live in or around Boyne City, these numbers 
will interest you. They are not imaginary numbers but 
are a matter of public record coming from a Michigan 
Department of Treasury document titled APPLICA- 
TION FOR PRELIMINARY QUALIFICATION OF 
BONDS. This 40+ page document, dated Sept. 11, was 
prepared by the Boyne City School District in order to 
receive authorization to hold the millage election com- 
ing up next month. 

There will be two proposals on the ballot. The 
first one is for $19,965,000 (that’s just shy of twenty 
million dollars) to cover a new high school, remodel- 
ing the existing three buildings and “developing and 
improving playgrounds, playfields, and sites, and relo- 
cating the tennis courts and baseball field.” The sec- 
ond proposal is for $830,000 and it is for the purpose 
of “acquiring a site for and constructing a bus garage.” 

Why two proposals? Especially since the second 
one is only 4% of the big one. With no architectural 
drawings and no engineering specifications that is only 
a portion of any prudent estimator’s contingency fac- 
tor. Your guess is as good as mine but mine sees it as 
an insult to the intelligence of the district voters. You 
get the idea, give the yokels something to turn down 
and we’ll get what we want - an awful lot of money to 
spend! . 

But let’s continue, from the same document. This 
time we’ll look at how the costs are allocated by indi- 
vidual buildings and at the “most likely” student popu- 
lations they will serve. 


K-3 Building (currently Elementary School at 51,670 
square feet) : 
Now K-4 with 513 students 
Projected K-3 with 372 students or 27% fewer 
Cost to remodel - $1,100,748 
Note: 3 portable class rooms to be abandoned 


4-5 Building (current Middle School at 43,460 square 
feet) 


Now 5-8 with 462 students 

Projected 4-5 with 182 students or 61% fewer 

Cost to remodel - $884,588. This does not include 
the existing debt of $2,000,000 for the brand new gym- 
nasium-cafeteria. 

Note: Though the 6 portables are not mentioned 
in the document, I feel sure the intention is to abandon 
them. : 


Middle School (current High School with 87,350 square 
feet) 

Now: 9-12 with 434 students 

Projected: 6-8 with 287 students, 34% fewer 

Cost to remodel: $4,280,067 

Note: This proposal includes 2,000 square feet of 
new construction to increase the size of the building to 
89,350 square feet. 


High School (new building with 119,395 square feet) 
Projected: 9-12 with 554 students, 5% more 
Cost to build - $14,323,177 
Note: This new building is 37% larger than the 

current high school. 


Yes, I know... if you add the costs it comes to more 
than the millage request, $623,580 more, but those are 
the numbers in the document. Included are architect’s 
fees of $762,329, within normal range for this size 
project, but there is another cost item for each building 
labeled “‘Adm” and these charges total $864,879. Does 
this cover part of the Paullin Group’s fees? Is this the 
way that the Paullin Group supposedly saves money 
for their clients? Do we need an Educational Consult- 
ant to tell us that we have to spend twenty million dol- 
lars on buildings and equipment to educate a projected 
8% fewer students five years hence? These are only a 
few of the questions that need to be answered before 
we approve a 42 million dollar debt that today’s stu- 
dents will have to pay back tomorrow. That is if they 
can find a job here in Boyne City.

Red Devils give it their best shot against Kalkaska 


One thing about the East Jordan 
Red Devils, they sure can make a 
game exciting. 

And they never give up. 

Playing without their starting 
quarterback Chris Murray, who's out 
for the season with a broken foot, and 
starting guard Josh Evans, who also 
suffered a season-ending injury, the 
Red Devils pushed Kalkaska to the 
limit before losing Friday night, 42- 
27. 

Jason Clark, in his first varsity 
start, filled in admirably for the 
injured Murray, connecting on five 
of 12 passes for 103 yards and three 
touchdowns. 

Kalkaska jumped out to an early
